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Why, Volunteer? 

Why do busy, successful people knock them¬ 
selves out for volunteer agencies? George Bernard 
Shaw provided one answer in his Preface to Man and 
Superman when he declared that the important thing 
in life Is to have a sense of 11 being used for a purpose 
recognised by yourself as a mighty one; being thor¬ 
oughly worn out before you are thrown on the scrap 
heap; being a force of nature instead of a feverish, 
selfish little clod of ailments and grievances com¬ 
plaining the world will not devote itself to making 
you happy. 11 

The biggest mistake made by volunteers is to 
think their nonperformance will go unnoticed. Through 
the intermingling memberships of service clubs, civic 
groups, and fraternal orders, hundreds of people in a 
city learn how strongly or feebly a man performs. 

Earnest volunteers don't forget when a cohort 
lets them down, and the word gets around. 

In unpaid work, people get a black eye by 
doing nothing. This applies at all levels. The ab¬ 
sentee board member, the inactive committeeman, 
the slacker in the fund drive, the backer who wel¬ 
shes on his pledged contribution, the coach who is 
chronically late for practice, the member who pro¬ 
mises to serve but begs off—all may think their de¬ 
fection is unnoticed. But behind their backs it is 
talked about and remembered. 

The real, if invisible, rewards go to the man 
who pitches in without self-interest. He gets what he 
sought—satisfaction at filling a need. Perhaps he gets 
no applause, no gratitude, but he doesn't mind. The 
principle is the same as in any do-it-yourself hobby or 
amateur sport. Your growing skill and your result 
are reward enough. 

However, earlier warnings should be under¬ 
lined, community betterment is a barren field for any¬ 
one who doesn't really believe in it and work at it. 
One will not make his mark in It unless he possesses 
or can develop certain essential traits; loyalty, emo¬ 
tional stability, judgement, and an aptitude for get¬ 
ting along with many kinds of people. " Be outstand¬ 
ing citizens of your communities. That is as important 
as being a good man or woman in business. " 


It is interesting and heart warming to note, a 
short paragraph that I ran across while reading " MI¬ 
NORITIES IN AMERICAN SOCIETY" by Charles 
Morden and Gladys Meyer.

The recent decision by a San Francisco jury to 
execute the Kroegers in contrast to that of our "fair 
minded" Santa Clara County colleagues to release 
the Butcher, De Kaplany, poses a serious problem on 
capital punishment. Governor Edmund G. Brown ad¬ 
vocates the abolishment of the death penalty on the 
grounds that it is not a deterrent to crime, and only 
the poor or illiterate end up in the gas chamber. The 
Governor, in his latter statement may have the strong¬ 
est argument in his favor.
